— A bomb 
exploded at the main railroad station 
yesterday, injuring 11 people, one

A group calling itself the “Red 
Army Faction” claimed responsibiHty 
and said two more bombs would go 
off. police said. The station was 
cordoned off. 

A man who said he belonged to 
the “Commando Ralf Reinders" of 
the Red Army Faction telephoned the 
city ἅτε brigade at 4.28 p.m. and 
said a bomb would go off in the 
station within two minutes, the police 
said. The bomb blew up in ἃ locker 
exactly on the half hour before the 
area could be cordoned off, they 
added. 

Reinders wag arrested Tuesday in 
West Berlin in connection with the 
nation-wide hunt for the kidnappers 
of Peter Lorenz, leader of the opposi- 
tion Christian Democrats in the di- 
vided city. Lorenz was released after 
authorities freed five other terrorists 
from jail and flew them to south 
Yemen. : 

After another telephone cal! warn- 
ing of two further bombs, police 
began searching the station. By early 
evening they had found nothing. 

It was not known whether the 
Red Army Faction was linked to the 
so-called Baader-Meinhof Group 
which formerly used the same name.

Informed diplomatic sources said 
there are no written understandings 
between Israel and the U.S. re- 
garding future negotiations with 
Syria. But Israel has let the U.S. 
know that it would not oppose ini- 
tial diplomatic feelers between 
Washington and Damascus to de- 
termine whether there was room 
for a more advanced and serious 
negotiation. 

Israeli officials: maintain that the 
U.S. understands Israel's belief that 
only “cosmetic” changes along the 
current border are feasible within 
the framework of interim talks. 
But some American officials here 
regard this Israeli contention as 
nothing more than public jockeying 
for a better opening bargaining 
position.

— The Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization said 
Friday that Egypt’s decision to 
close down the Voice of Palestine 
was a “gross mistake” which 
would further isolate Egypt from 
the rest of the Arab world and 
give a boost to imperialism and 
Zionism. 


A PLO spokesman said Pales- 
tinians were not surprised by 
the Egyptian decision, announced 
Thursday, “since it is in har- 
mony with the Egyptian-Israeli- 
American agreement that calls 
for ending propaganda, campaigns 


against Israel.” 
Egypt shut down the station 


after it broadcast statements de- 
nouncing the Egyptian-Israeli 
interim settlement and urging 
Egyptians to oppose it. 

The spokesman said Palesti-

@ If Israel violates the Sinai 
τ, the U.S. promises to 
hold consultations with Egypt. This 
is similar to the commitment the 
U.S. has provided Israel in case of 
Egyptian violations. 
@ The U.S. undertakes to provide 
technical assistance to Egypt 
for the construction of an early 
warning station near the Gidi pass. 

Kissinger, however, told the House 
Armed Services Committee on Fri- 
day the U.S. has made no commit- 
ment to Egypt for military aid. 
The U.S. is expected to provide 
Egypt with about 750 million dol- 
jars in economic aid. 

Kissinger also told the Committee 
the Sinai agreement can hopefully 
“open the way to similar agree. 
ments in the area” — presumably 
a reference to talks with Syria.

Kissinger and other 
U.S. officials have been reluctant 
to embarrass King Hussein, who 
has threatened to go to the Soviet 
Union to: obtain the missiles if the 
U.S. either reduces the number of 
desired batteries or places too 
many limitations on their use.

— Announcing far- 
reaching recommendations aimed 
at cleaning up Israel football, Hdu- 
cation Minister Aharon Yadlin on 
Friday plumped for an 18team 
National League next season — 
with no club to be relegated from 
Jast season’s first division. 

The League “A" northern and 
southern divisions will comprise 17 
teams each, as the winners of these 
divisions, Haifa Maccabi and Ramat 
Amidar Maccabi, will be the two 


additional clubs in the National everyoi 


League. 


At the end of next season, six. 


clubs will be relegated from -the 
National League, two will be pro- 
moted, and the first division will 
comprise 14 teams. A new second 
division ("liga artzit") also of 14 
teams, will come into being, accord- 
ing to Mr, Yadlin's recommenda. 
tions. 

Mr. Yadlin thus accepted the re. 
commendations of the Knesset Sports 
Committee, which claimed that 
large-scale corruption had infiltrated 
Israel footbal] last season, and re- 
jected the opposition to the rele- 
gation freeze by the Football Asso. 
ciation, the Histadrut and Hapoel. 

Mr. Yadlin said he would act im- 
mediately to enact a law to make 
the new football structure legally 
binding. ἘΠῚ recommendations will 
be the central theme at the general 
meeting of the F.A. on Tuesday. 
Micha Almog, the deputy mayor of 
Kfar Saba, is slated to become the 
new FA. chairman in place of Me- 
nahem Heller. ‘ 

Mr. Yadlin said that in theory the 
F.A. could reject his recommenda- 
tions, as they were not law, but 
he thought it highly unlikely that 
the F.A. would oppose him and the 
Knesset. 

“I personally would have liked 


to find a different solution to freez- 
ing relegation, but after reconside- 
ration of the alternatives, the Knes- 
set Sports Committee returned to 
this recommendation, I have decided 
to recommend it as a show of res- 
pect for the Knesset," Mr. Yadlin 
“Our football is extremely sick 
and urgently needs a cure. It will 
be difficult, but not impossible, to 
find remedies," the Education Minis. 
ter said. He stated he found the 
most depressing symptom the fact 
that every club executive blamed 
ne elo : 

Mr. Yadiin’ will appoint two ex- 
perts on to the F.A. management 
and secretariat, in addition to a re- 
presentative of the Government 
cake Authority.

Mr. Yadlin called on the F-.A. 
to work out a “realistic” scale of 
payment to players. But he want- 
ed all payments above board, and 
the rights. and obligations of play- 
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ers, coaches and club executives 
Clearly defined by law. 

‘The Minister called on the FA. 
to set minimum punishments. He 
was 
whereby clubs found guilty of m- 
fringements were forced to play 
a number of home matches out- 
side a 50-km. radius of their 
grounds. Instead, he wanted clubs 
to lose League points, and to be 
relegated and even ‘disbanded for 
More serious offences. Punishments, 
where already due, should be meted 
out at the start of the soccer 
season, he said.

Tnuva opens retail 
meat store in Haifa 


By YA’ACOV ARDON 
Werusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Tnuva is now selling 
meat, meat products and poultry, 
in quantities of at least one kilo, 
in a retail shop at the ctty’s whole- 
sale market in Rehov Kibbutz Ga- 
luyot, regional manager Aviezer 
Tze'iri announced on Friday. 
“Our profit margin will be as 
low as five per cent above the 

wholesale prices,” he said. 

The manager said the reason for 
opening the shop was to stimulate 
consumption, which had declined 
lately, resulting in unsold surpluses. 
Poultry will be sold frozen ag Tnu- 
va has found it to be cheaper to 
deep freeze chicken rather than 
keep them alive until there is an 
increase in market demand. 

The retail shop is the first stage 
of a programme of retail shopping 
centres, the manager said. Tnuva 
is also selling fruit and vegetables 
at the wholesale market, but these 
only in minimum quantities, usual- 
ly e box of eight kilos. 

The secretary of the General 

Merchants Association, Zeev Katz, 


has condemned Tnuva's retail 
shop. “Nothing is easier for Tnuva 
than to compete with its own 
custemers at the retail level, It 
is unfair, uncommercial and it 
will not work. The retailers will 
object, and rightly so," he said. 
Meanwhile, ἃ number of small 
neighbourhood consumers’ cooperat- 
ives have been formed in the city, 
which buy all thelr fruit and vege- 
tables once a week and share it, 
at a saving of about 40 to 50 per 
cent. This trend is expected to spread 
with more and mecre complaints 
against the Talpict Market, the city’s 
main retail centre. Local ὃ 
of Commerce and Industry officials 
have checked dozens of “maladjust- 
ed" scales, and two vendors have 
been charged with deliberate cheat- 
ing. Because of the many complaints, 
the Municipality has set up a com- 
plaints office at the market. 
Almost three months ago, @ sur- 
vey by the Consumers Authority, a 
Government-supported organization, 
established that the difference be- 
tween the retail prices for frult and 
vegetables and those paid to farmers 
were higher in Israel than in Europe.

An El Al spokesman said he did 
not foresee any technical problems 
in operations and that additional 
return-to-work orders would be is- 
sued on mechanics to meet company 
requirements. 


Russians get angry 
over reminder on 
Jewish emigration

LONDON. -- The Soviet delege- 
tion to the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union made a big 

over a reminder to the 
hundreds of delegates that the 
USSR is trampling on the human 
rights of Soviet Jews. 

The Russians were  stifficientiy 
upset to file an official complaint 
against the Israel delegation with 
the conference steering committee. 

Two Israeli members of the hu- 
man rights committee at the con- 
ference, Ora Namir and Yoram 
Aridor, aroused the ire of the Rus- 
sians by attaching their signatures 
to a document on breaches of the 
human rights of Soviet Jews. This 
document was submitted for circul- 
ation among delegates by the Wo- 
men’s campaign for Soviet Jewry. 
known as “the 35s.” 

The Soviet delegates reacted an- 

as the women etood outside 
Festival Hall carrying banners in 
Russian, English and French, charg. 
ing the Soviet Union with break- 
ing their commitment for human 
rights recently signed at the Hel- 
sinki Conference on European Se- 
eurity and Cooperation. 

The document compiled by “the 
85s” mentioned the cases of Ida 
Nudel, Professor Mark Ashhbel and 
other Soviet Jews, who have been 
refused exit visas to leave for 
Israel. They noted that such people 
did not fall into the official cate- 
gory of those who could not lcave 
the USSR. The women had trouble 
distributing their circulars to the 
824 conference participants and the 
Israelis tried to assist them. 

The Russians complained to con- 


ference president Tom Williams, 
head of the British group. Williams 
summoned Namir and Aridor and 
told them the Russians’ complaint 
was justified. He reprimanded the 
Israeli MKs for breaking the rules. 
Later, when the conference plenum 
reconvened, Williams went so far 
as to announce that “some delega- 
Hons” had not acted “in keeping 
with the regulations, and if this 
continues the strictest 
steps will be taken.” 

But the conference organizers 
could not say why there was no 
breach of regulations in the PLO 
distributing their propaganda ma- 
terial, and anti-Isr2el demonstra- 
tions just outside the hall. Nor 
was any disapproval expressed over 
the Falkland Islanders’ demonstra- 
tion and distribution of material 
against Argentina's bid to annex 
this British possession. 

The Syrians managed to include 
a clause in the human rights reso- 
lution welcoming the resolutions 
adopted by the recent International 
Women’s Conference ii Mexico, 
which urged the “elimination of 
Zionism.”

According to Nathan, 
MeGovern promised to try. 

Nathan reacted to criticism that his 
trip was a desecration of Yom Kip- 
pur and the sacred memory of those 
who died in the Yom Kippur War. 
In a radio broadcast, he said last 
night he was answering guns with 
flowera, and that the idea for the 
peace mission came from a war 
widow whose husband fell in the 
Yom Kippur War. 

He said dozens of soldiers in uni- 
forms were among the hundreds of 
persons who brought flowers to him 
on Friday at the Tel Aviv marina. 
As his ship left Israeli waters, a 
number of patro! ships and private 
craft accompanied it, some display- 
ing banners wishing him good luck 
in his mission.

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Golda Meir remembers: Second instalment from her autobiography 


ON SATURDAY, June 29, 1946, 
the British Government in effect 
declared war on the yishuv. One 
hundred thousand British soldiers 
and nearly 2,000 policemen broke 
into dozens of kibbutzim and 
villages; raided the national in- 
stitutions, such as the Jewish 
Agency, the Va'ad Le’umi and the 
Va'ad Hapoel; slapped a curfew 
on all the cities in the country that 
had a Jewish population; and im- 
prisoned over 3,000 Jews, in- 
cluding most of the yishuv’s 
leaders. 

The purpose of this was at least 
threefold. It was intended to 
demoralise and punish the yishuv, 
to destroy the Haganah and to put 
a stop — once and for all — to 
“illegal immigration by gaoling 
the people who were responsible. 
It failed on all three counts, but 
from that Black Saturday (as it is 
known today in Israel) oa, 
Palestine became, quite literally, 
8. police state. 

Luckily, we had been tipped off 
that an operation of this kind was 
in the making. Dozens of Haganah 
commanders went into hiding, 


. arms were moved to new caches 
‘ and new codes were invented. 
- Ben-Gurion was abroad in any 


case, but Remez, Sharett and vir- 
tually all the members of the 
Jewish Agency and the Va'ad 
Le‘umi were rounded up and sent 
to a detention camp in Latrun. I 
wasn't arrested, however — 
though there were people who said 
unkindly that this was the worst 
thing the Mandatory Government 
ever did to me! Perhaps I wasn't 
really important enough — or 
perhaps they couldn't accom- 
modate women in Latrun. 

At all events, it was considered 
by many to be a mark of honour to 
have been rounded up that day. I 
remember Paula Ben-Gurion (a 


- lady not known for her tact) phon- 


ing me every few hours: “Golda 


. you are still at home? They didn't 


come to take you?” I'd say no and 


* hang up. Then she'd call again: 
. “Golda they haven't come yet?” 
- All this on the phone, as though 


nobody else could listen in. 
If 1946 was difficult, then I can 


- only describe 1947 as the year in 


which the situation in Palestine 
got completely out of hand as far 
as the British were concerned. In 
the course of that year, the battle 
against Jewish immigration turn- 
ed into open warfare not only 
against the entire yishuv as such, 
but also against the refugees 
themselves. 


I DONT KNOW (nor really does it 
matter any more) whether Bevin 
was a little insane, or just anti- 
Semitic, or both. What I do know 
is that he insisted on pitting the 
strength of the British Empire 
against the will of the Jews to live 
and that by so doing he not only 
brought great suffering to people 
who had already suffered enor- 
mously, but also forced upon 
thousands of British soldiers and 
sailors a role that must have filled 
them with horror. 

I remember staring at some of 
the young Englishmen who guard- 


. ed the D.P. detention camps on 


Cyprus when I went there in 1947, 


‘and wondering how on earth they 


managed to reconcile themselves 
to the fact that not so long ago 
they were liberating from Nazi 
camps the very same people 
whom they now kept penned 


* behind barbed wire. 


I had gone to Cyprus to see 


' what, if anything, could be done 


about the hundreds of children 
who were being kept there. At that 
point, about 40,000 Jews were liv- 
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‘We have our state’ 


Despite the best efforts of the British to block it, 
the State of Israel came into being. “We had done 
it,” writes Golda Meir in this excerpt of her 
memoirs. “Whatever happened now, whatever 
price any of us would have to pay for it, we had 
recreated the Jewish national home.” ;

ing in the Cyprus camps. Each 
month, with great precision, the 
British allowed exactly 1,500 Jews 
to enter Palestine: 750 from the 
camps of Europe and 750 from 
Cyprus. The principle under 
which this policy operated in 
Cyprus was “‘first in, first out,” 
which meant that, inevitably, 
many small children were doom- 
ed to live under véry difficult con- 
ditions for months. 


LOOKING BACK at that period, I 
can see, of course, that almost any 
other colonial power imposing 
itself on a rebellious ‘‘native"’ pop- 
ulation (which is how the British 
saw us) would probably have 
behaved in an even harsher 
manner. But the British were 
harsh enough. It wasn’t only their 
often very cruel punitive 
measures that made the situation 
so intolerable, it was also our 
knowledge that, whenever 
ble, they aided and abetted the 
Arabs, not to speak of inciting 
them against us. 

On the other hand, the idea of a 
perpetual bloodbath in Palestine

tion. The Palestinian Arabs, as 
usual, refused to co-operate with 
it in any way, but everyone else 
did, though a little warily. 

T spent a lot of time with the 11 
members of the committee and 
was horrified how little they knew 
of the history of Palestine, or of 
Zionism, for that matter. But 
since it was essential that they 
learn — and as quickly as possible 
— we began to explain and ex- 
pound as we had done so often 
before, and eventually they 
started to grasp what all the fuss 
was about and why we were not 
prepared to give up our right to 
bring the survivors of the 
Holocaust to Palestine. 

hen, for reasons which will 
never be understood by me — nor, 
T suspect, by anyone else — just 
before U.N.S.C.0.P. was schedul- 
ed to leave Palestine, the British 
chose to demonstrate in the most 
unmistakable way just how 
brutally and tyrannically they 
were dealing with us and with the 
question of Jewish immigration. 
Before the shocked eyes of the 
members of U.N.S.C.O.P., they 


was also not very appealing to- forcibly caged and returned to 


Britain — least of all in her post- 
war mood — and in Fe 

1947, Mr. Bevin himself decided 
that his Government was tired of 
the whole thing and said so in the 
House of Commons. Let the 
United ‘Nations deal with’ the 
Palestine problem. The British 
had had enough. I can't imagine 
that the United Nations was over- 
joyed at having this responsibility 
dumped on it, but it couldn't very 
well refuse to accept it. 

The United Nations Special 
Committee on Palestine 
(U.N.S.C.0.P.) arrived in the 
country in June. According to its 
terms of reference it was to report 
back to the General Assembly by 
September 1, 1947, with some sort 
of concrete proposal for a solu- 


Germany the 4,500 refugees who 
had come to Palestine aboard the 
Haganah ship Exodus 1947, and by 
so doing I think that they actually 
contributed considerably to 
U.N.S.C.0.P.'s final recommen- 
dations. 


IF I LIVE TO BE a hundred, I 
58.811 never erase from my mind 
the gruesome picture of hundreds 
of British soldiers in full combat 
dress, bearing and using clubs, 
pistols and grenades against the 
wretched refugees on the Exodus, 
400 of whom were pregnant 
‘women determined to give birth to 
their babies in Palestine. Nor will 
I ever be able to forget the revul- 
sion with which I heard that these 
people were actually going to be 
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shipped back, like animals in their 
wire cages, to D.P. camps in the 
one country that symbolised the 
graveyard of Buropean Jewry. 

On August 31 — only a minute or 
two before their deadline expired 
— the 11 gentlemen of 
U.N.S.C.0.P., convened in 
Geneva, turned in their report on 
Palestine. Eight members of the 
committee recommended that the 
country be partitoned into an 
Arab state and a Jewish state plus 
an international enclave that 
would take in Jerusalem and its 
immediate vicinity. The minority 
(consisting, among others, of the 
representatives of India, ran and 
Yugoslavia — all of which had 
large Moslem populations) 
suggested ἃ federal Arab-Jewish 
state. It was now up to the United 
Nations General Assembly to 
decide. 

The voting took place at Lake 
Success in New York on 
November 29. Like everyone else 
in the yishuv, I was glued to the 
radio, with pencil and paper, 
writing down the votes as they 
came through. Finally, at about 
midnight our time, the results 
were announced: 33 nations, in- 
cluding the United States and the 
Soviet Union, were in favour of the 
partition plan; 13, including all 
the Arab states, opposed it; 10, in- 
cluding Great Britain, abstained. 


I WENT immediately to the com- 
pound of the Jewish Agency 
building, which was already 
jammed with people. It was an in- 
credible sight: hundreds of peo- 
ple, British soldiers among them, 
holding hands, singing and dan- 
cing, with truckloads of more peo- 
ple arriving at the compound all 
the time. I remember walking up 
to my office alone, unable to share 
in the general festivity. The Arabs 
had turned the plan down and 
talked only of war. 

So the final decison had to be 
taken: should a Jewish State be 
unilaterally proclaimed or not? A 
number of people on the Minhelet 
Ha-Am (literally the People's Ad- 
ministration), made up of 
members of the Jewish Agency, 
the Va'ad Le’umi and various 
smail parties and groups which 
later became the Provisional 
Government of Israel, pressed 
Ben-Gurion for one last evaluation 
of the situation. They wanted to 
know what the Haganah’s assess- 
ment was at zero hour. 

So Ben-Gurion called in two 
men: Yigael Yadin, who was the 

Haganah’s chief of operations, 
and Yisrael Galili, who was its de 
facto commander-in-chief. Their 
--answers..were virtually identical 
— and terrifying. We could: be 
sure of only two things, ‘they 
said: The British would pull out 
and the Arabs would invade. And 
then? They were both silent. But 
after a minute, Yadin said: ‘The 
best we can tell you is that we 
have a fifty-fifty chance. We are 
as likely to win as we are to be 
defeated.'’ 

It was on that bright note that 
the final decision was made. On 
Friday, May 14, 1948 (the 5th of 
Iyar 5708, according to the 
Hebrew calendar), the Jewish 
State would come into being, its 
population numbering 650,000, its 
chance of surviving its birth 


depending on whether or not the ἢ 


yishuv could possibly meet the 
assault of five Arab armies 
actively aided by Palestine's one 
million Arabs. 

It had been decided to hoid the

first mayor, who had willed it to 
the citizens of Tel Aviv for use 4s 
an art museum. The grand total of 
about 200 dollars had been 
allocated for decorating it 
suitably for the ceremony; the 
floors had been serubbed, the 
nude paintings on the walis 
modestly draped, the windows 
blacked out in ease of an air raid 
and a large picture of Theodor 
Herzl, the pioneer of World 
Zionism, hung behind the table at 
which the 13 members of the 
Provisional Government were to 
sit. Although supposedly only the 
200-odd people who had been in- 
vited to participate knew the 
details, a large crowd was already 
waiting outside the museum by 
the time I arrived there. 


A FEW MINUTES later, at exact- 
ly 4 p.m., the ceremony began. 
Ben-Gurion, wearing a dark suit 
and tie, stood up and rapped a 
gavel. According to the plan, this 
was to be the signal for the 
orchestra,. tucked away in a 
second-floor gallery, to play 
“Hatikvah.”’ But something went 
wrong and there was no music. 
Spontaneously. we rose to our feet 
and sang our national anthem. . 

Then Ben-Gurion cleared his 
throat and said quietly: “I shali 
now ‘read the Scroll of 
Independence." It took him only a 
quarter of an hour to read the en- 
tire proclamation He read it slow- 
ly and very clearly, and I 
remember his voice changing and 
rising a little as he came to the 
11th paragraph: 

“Accordingly we, the members 
of the National Council, represen- 
ting the Jewish people in the Land 
of Israel and the Zionist move- 
ment, have assembled on the day 
of the termination of the British 
Mandate for Palestine, and, by 
virtue of our natural and historic 
right and of the resolution of the 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations, do hereby proclaim the 
establishment of a Jewish state in 
the Land of Israel — the State of 
Israel." 


THE STATE OF ISRAEL! My 
eyes filled with tears and my 
hands shook. We had done it. We 
had brought the Jewish State into 
existence — and I, Golda 
Mabovitch Meyerson, had lived to 
see the day. Whatever happened 
now, whatever price any of us 
would have to pay for it, we had 
‘recreated the Jewish national 
home.

ADDIS ABABA. -- Hundreds of 
thousands of cheering Ethiopians 
attended a colourful parade and 
Brig. Gen. Teferi Bante, the head 
of state, hinted at a compromise 
over war-torn Eritrea province yes- 
terday at first anniversary celebra- 
tions of the overthrow of the late 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

The four-hour procession of floats 
and costumed dancers wound 
through flag-draped streets of this 
city, ending at the new parade 
ground where Gen. Teferi took the 
salute to climax “Abolition of Feu- 

Before the parade, the general 
delivered a speech to military and 
civillan dignitaries, reviewing vinag 
achievements of the’ socialist- -leaning 
regime that ended Selassie’s 58-year 
reign as “King of Kings" a year 


ago. 
Land reform, nationalization of 
major businesses and industries and 
elimination of landlords were some 
of the policies Teferi singled out.

The ‘prosecution had demanded 
the death penalty for all five for 
the killing of guardsman Lucio Ro- 
dariguez Martin on July 14, while 
he was on duty outside an airline 
office north of Madrid. The accused 


claimed they were innocent and 
' said they confessed under extreme 


Police torture to a crime they did 
not commit. The defence ‘had plead- 
ed for acquittal on grounds of lack 
of proof. The prosecution had based 
its entire case on the confessions 
of the five defendants, admitted 
Tembers of an outlawed Maoist 
group which has assumed respons- 
ibility for the slaymg of four 
Madrid policemen. 


‘The sentences brought the number - 


of anti-government militants sen- 
tenced to death in the past two 
weeks to five. 

On August 28, another military 
court convicted two Basque separat- 
ists for the murder of a policeman 
and handed down the death penalty 
on both. Their case will be reviewed 
shortly by the Supreme Council cf 
Military Justice, the army’s top ju- 
ridical body. 

The Basque case sparked protests 
both in Spain and abrcad. Severa! 
European governments and church 
officials have asked Spanish auth<cr- 
ities to spare the lives of the Basques. 
Friday’s death sentemces were ex- 
pected to stir new protests. 

Court authorities hold more than 
OQ alleged members of guerrilla cr- 
ganizations accused of being behind 
a wave of political violence that has 
hit Spain. The courts ar2 preparing 
several additional trials, including 
one of six alleged members cf the 
Revolutionary Front next week for 
whom the prosecution has asked 
prison sentences totaling 93 
in a pre-trial brief.

Obscure senator replaces 


Isabel Peron for month 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI). — Italo 
A. Luder, 58, little-known leader of 
the Argentine Senate, took’ over 
full presidential powers in this 
crisis-wracked nation yesterday as 
exhausted President Isabel Peron 
stepped down for a montii’s rest. 

The president's office ended weeks 
of speculation on Friday with the 
announcement. 

Mrs. Peron, a dlonde 44-year-old 
widow who has grown visibly thin 
and haggard during more than 14 
months in office, will leave today 
for a rest at an air force resort at 
Ascochinga, im the Cordoba Hille 
770 kms. northwest of Buenos 
Aires. 

‘Her office said she would return 
to her duties 33 days later on 
October 16, in time to lead the 
annual Loyalty day celebration on 
October 17 honouring her late 
husband, Juan Peron. 


Luder, a lawyer and expert on 
constitutional law, wag an obscure 
Peronist Senator until his fellow 
legislators elected him Senate Pre- 
sident on July 9 over Mrs. Peron's 
opposition. It was not known whe- 
ther he would take advantage of 
his powers as acting president to 
shuffle the cabinet or make any 
other important changes. 

The Senate president is next in 
line for the presidency because the 
nation currently is without a vice- 
president. Mrs. Peron held that of- 
fice until her husband's death on 
July 1, 1974, less than nine months 
efter he began his third presiden- 
tial term. 

In the past 11 weeks. Peron has 
battled economic crisis, labour un- 
rest, shifting political loyalties and 
an army revolt. She secretly tald 
Senate wives she was unable to 
sleep and weighed only 41 kgs.

Koor Industries is distributing 
IL12m. to its employees in the 
Histadrut-owned compiex's profit- 
sharing scheme. This sum refers to 
profits made in 1974. 

The money will be divided between 
7,800 workers in 23 different com- 
panies. Only those companies that 
showed a surplus will participate. 

Profit is calculated after the 
deduction of interest, depreciation 
and tax, aiso after an allocation to 
provide a return on own capital of 
12.5 per cent. The figure chosen was 
10 per cent in 1978, and will be raised 
to 15 per cent for this year's profits 
~— owing to the rising cost of capital. 

Any excess inthe company's gains 
after these deductions ig divided, 
with one-third going to the workers 
and two-thirds to the company. 

Gross profit in Koor was IL2itm., 
or IL102m. after tax. Net of outside 
partners (in the subsidiaries) and 
provision for dividend, the remain- 
ing profit came to IL66m. This is an 
adding-up of gains made by in- 
dividual companies, Not all had any 
surplus to split with their personnel. 

Companies sharing profits for the 
first time were Hishulei Carmel 
{new in the black, after several 
years of running in), Rafael (centred 
in Mitzpe Ramon), Naalei 
Yerushalayim and Rotorplas both 
losing companies purchased from 
their previoug owners, and now 
showing profits}. Merkavim (bus 
bodies), and Barbur (wall tiles). 
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will be fought tooth and nail by 
all concerned, led prominently 
by the Histadrut. A wage reform 
in the foreseeable future can 
only spell another massive wage 
hike — which will come anyway 
when the collective agreements 
will come up for renegotiation by 
the end of 1975. Industrial 
production may be stagnating, 
but most companies are making 
profits and expect better ones on 
a booming home market. Even 
building contractors are looking 
forward to revived demand in 
another year or 50. 

In these circumstances — 
with the available resources 
already fully taxed by local re- 
quirements — substantial export 
expansion is, of course, ruled 
out. The foreign trade deficit will 
therefore remain as huge as 
hitherto, and will be financed by 
more charity, both loans and 
grants. That is primarily the 
way in which our economy has 
developed and prospered thus 
far, and there is no visible 
reason why the future ought to 
be different. 

If indeed we have now arrived 
at a turning point in our relations 
with the Arabs, that continuity 
may not matter. We may be able 
to free great quantities of both 
human and matertal resources 
by cutting our defence effort, 
and thus achieve economic 
growth without much trouble. 
But if this is not the case, we 
may be in for a severe disap- 
pointment. Should Mr. 
Rabinowitz return from 
Washington with empty — or 
even hailf-filled — pockets, and 
then try to launch a new austeri- 
ty programme — as he did last 
year — he will have to face a

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YOM KIPPUR 1975 


IT IS now two years since the Yom Kippur that caught the 
country unawares and off balance. The wounds of the war that 
started that day persist. ‘They persist among the families of 
the fallen, and they persist as well among the nation at large 

Moreover the implications of that war continue to be the 
determining factor governing our national policies. They stalk 
our relations with the external world and with our neighbours 
and dominate our economic policy at home. : ; 

The enmity of our neighbours continues on this Yom Kippur 
as before, though the interim agreement with Egypt now 
provides a new and slim glimmer of hope. The readiness of the 
hations of the world to appease the terrorists has not abated, 
although here too there are signs that some of the nations of 
Africa and the West are no longer ready to submit docilely 
to the pressures and blackmail which the terrorist movements 
and their allies have perfected. 2 ἃ 

The partisan posture of the Soviet bloc bas also failed to 
soften as Moscow continues to identify its own interests with 
conflict in the Middle East that makes Arab states dependent 
upon Soviet weaponry. At the same time the oil weapon, un- 
leashed during the Yom Kippur War, continues to be a threat 
whose potential force, exaggerated or not, in a world suffering 
economic strains, is used to weaken Israel's political position. 

All this resolves itself into a dependency upon the United 
States which transcends anything that existed in the past. 

Yet slowly we have begun to recover the equilibrium that 
seemed temporarily to have been lost in the aftermath of the 
Yom Kippur War. It is recovery designed not to recreate a 
pre-war past, but to change, however haltingly and cautiously, 
in order to confront the shortcomings and challenges which 
the war disclosed and released. 

It is perhaps a process of recovery that simmers more power- 
fully in the nation than the nation’s leaders detect or know 
how to direct. But it is there. And as we seal the old year it 
is there to strengthen us as we welccme the new.

TT IS a mistake to treat Gush 
Emunim as a purely’ political 
movement which holds out for a 
maximalist position. What dis- 
tinguishes it from the other 
political parties is not its opposi- 
tion to any particular agreement 
with Egypt or the United States. 
These agreements have always 
been (and will undoubtedly be in 
the future) subject to divisive 
arguments, Gush Emunim is un- 
igue in its fervent promotion ofa 
“megsianie" policy, guided by 
the belief that the messianic vi- 
sion is now in the process of 
fulfilment. We are therefore urg- 
ed to ignore all realistic 


ternational difficulties. Realism 
is condemned as lack of faith in 
the redemption of Israel. 

This religious - political 
ideology has its roots in the 
euphoria that the Six-Day War 
induced in many Israelis, But 
whilst the Yom Kippur War 
caused most Israelis to become 
aware of the dangers inherent 
in pseudo-messianic hal- 
jucinations, a large number 
of religious people have been 
lending their ardent support to 
Gush Emunim. 

It js not easy to pursue a 
rational argument with Gush 
Emunim'‘s highly emotional 
ideology. But the evidence of 
their prolific pronouncements 
shows that the movement's 
leaders are convinced that if 
Israel’s government would 
adopt a ‘‘messianic” policy, we 
should be able to dispense with 
the need to take account of the 
empirical facts of our political 
and military situation. And this 
ig the basic difference between 
them and the other parties and 
politicians who oppose the 
government's policy. Opposition 
party leaders know that they 
must present cogent reasons for 
rejecting a policy and 
recommending an alternative. 
For Gush Emunim there is first

Morning reading: Leviticus 16; Numbers 29:7-11; Isaiah §1: 14-58: 14 


RABSI ABBA ‘bar Avina said: 

Why is Miriam's death reported (Numbers 20:1) immediately after the 
section concerning the ashes of the red heifer? To teach us that just as the 
heifer's ashes expiate, so does the death of the righteous. Why is Aaron's 
death reported (Deuteronomy 10:6) immediately after the account of the 
smashing of the Tablets of the Covenant? To teach us that God was as dis- 
traught over Aaron's death as He was over the smashing of the Tablets. 

Rabbi Hiyya bar Abba said: Aaron's sons, Nadav and Avihu, died on the 
first day of Nissan; why, then, is the account of their death (Leviticus 16) 
read on Yom Kippur? To teach us that just as Yom Kippur expiates, so 
does the death of the righteous, as we read (Leviticus 16:30): “For on 
this day expiation shall be made for you to cleanse you of all your sins."
